New York, Oct. 6.—[{Special.]—Thomas A. 
Edison, with only fifty-eix hours of sleep 
since he began his final sixteen days of ex- 


 perimentation on à new disk phonograph. 


walked out of his workshop this afternoon 
and announced that he was a natural born 
Bull Mooser,” and that Theodore Roosevelt, 
tn his opinion, was the only man in the presi- 
dential race who could make good in the 
midst of that bunch at Washington.” 

The veteran inventor, breaking all prece- 
cents, went further and answered questions 
of political and economical import relating 
to the present campaign. and when the inter- 
view Was Over scampered back to his work 
bench and his new phonograph records. 

Mr. Edison sat at a long table in his li- 
brary. On his right hung a photograph of 
Col. Roosevelt, and near it a cartoon show- 
ing a moving picture machine tn action, with 
the spotlight so trained that it streamed di- 
rectly in the direction of the photograph. 


“Natural Born“ Progressive. 

With characteristic brevity, the inventor 
answered each question put to him, his sepa- 
rate answers rarely being longer than the 
questions themselves. 

„How long have you been for Col. Roose. 
velt? he was asked. 
A natural bern

What's the matter with President Taft?“ 
was the next question. 

„ PFine man, he replied, but unable to 
cope with that bunch at Washington.

I Shook his hand on leaving, said the 
He impressed me as a solid look - 
ing fellow. My opinions regarding him have 
been formed entirely by his record. I take 


three newspapers and I read them. and I 


don’t believe all they say either. I've read 
Roosevelt's books and speecheg, too. Yes, 
sir, I became convinced. and I am convinced 
now, that he’s a solid fellow who can meet 
any situation.“ 

Just why are you a Bull Mooser?” he was 
asked. 


„ Because I am a progressive,” he replied. 


T believe in expérimentation. Children 
should be taught at the age of 8 years that 
progress is life. You can’t have progress 
without changes, with experimentation. The 

public doesn’t seem to know what S year chil- 
dren ought to know. 


Experiments Are Needed. 

We need experimentation in our govern- 
ment. They are trying experiments in Ore- 
gon and California and they seem to work 
there all right. If we can carry out the 
Oregon idea we can certainly try a lot of 
intermediate experiments without any 
danger.

Apartments in Virginia Hotel 
Are Looted in Absence 
of Occupants. 


GEMS VALUED AT $5,000. 


Jewelry valued at $5,000 has been stolen, it 
was learned yesterday, from the apartments 
of James Hamilton Lewis in the Virginia 


hotel. 

The robbery is especially mysterious, be- 
cause for several weeks the hotel has been 
practically under guard, owing to recent 

ries there. 
ee detectives patrol the halls, and*all 
the servants are under instructions to report 
immediately any incident that strikes them 


as suspicious. 


Colonel Makes Discovery. 

The fact that the jewels were gone was dis- 
covered at noon by Col. Lewis, When he re- 
turned to the hotel after a business trip out

not even know that Col. Lewis’ rooms had 
been entered. Mrs. Lewis has been out of 
several weeks, and while the 
colonel was away the doors were kept 
locked. 2 

The jewels were kept in a case, locked in a 
dresser. When Col. Lewis entered the rooms 
the first thing he noticed was.that the drawer 
in which the jewel case was kept had been 
wrenched open.

Hotel Officials Silent, 

Reporters who called at the Virginia last 
night learned little about the robbery. The 
manager, it was said, was not in. and the 
clerk in charge said that he did not know 
there had beenta robbery. 

At the Chicago avenue police station it was 
asserted there have been six cases of theft 
at the hotel within the last two months. The 
property taken is said to be worth a small 
fortune. * 

Mrs. Lewis was robbed of 36.500 worth of 
jewelry last February while on the steamship 
Mauretania, on a voyage from New York to 
Liverpool. 

The Cunard officials made a thorough in- 
vestigation at the time, but although their 
detectives were supplied with photographs 
of the gems taken by the customs officials 
they never recovered them or obtained a clew 
to the thief. - 

Mrs. Lewis suspected as the thief a man 
who had left the ship unexpectedly at 
Queenstown. Search was made in Queens 
town for this man, but he could not be found. 


PROMISE BY 200 TO WILL 
THEIR BODIES TO SCIENCE. 


Doctors Will Leave Own Remains for 
Autopsical Examination to Rid the 
Public of Dread of It. 


New York, Oct.6—[Special.]—At a meeting 
on Hoffman Island by the Associated Physic- 
lans of Long Island, which has many prom- 
inent Brooklyn men on its list two-hundred 
members indorsed a resolution whereby 
they agreed to give their bodies over at death 
to autopsy for the advancement of medical 
and surgical science. } 

The understanding is that each member 


of the association who accepts the terms of | 


the agreement must direct his heir or exec- 
utors to allow an autopsy to be performed, 
so that the cause of death may be determined. 

At one of the recent meetings of the organi- 
gation, Dr. William B. Brinsmade of Brook- 
lyn, the president, called attention to the 
pressing need for autoptical examination. A 
more exact knowledge of the cauge of death in 
each instance, he said, would result eventual- 
ly in the discovery of cures for many humen 
ills Through autopsy would be revealed the 
true physiological and pathological condi- 
tions and the ignorance of quacks thus ex- 
pose; the publie would be more than ever 
safeguarded against incompetent and crimi- 
nal practitioners. But, because of the super- 
stition of the public, Dr. Brinsmade said, few 
people would submit their bodies to autopical 


examination. 


By their agreement the 200 physicians of 


Brooklyn and Long Island took the initiative 
in a movememt to dissipate the morbid im- 
preestons in the mind of the people regarding 


autopsies.

Plan to Buy More Land. 

The whole scheme has not been woi ked out, 
but the plans, which have been made by 
Marshall & Fox: the architects, contemplate 
the construction of a building, not only larger 
than any now in the city. but furnished and 
decorated on a scale surpassing anything 
now in the city. 

The Stratford And the land on which it 
stands belongs to the Meyer estate. Nego- 
tiations are now said to be under way for 
the purshase of the McCormick building, 
adjoining the hotel on the south. If th 
is acquired the hotel will have a frontage 
of 220 feet on Michigan boulevard. It is 
asesrted also that the promoters of the proj- 
ect have taken steps looking toward the pur- 
chase of the Illinois theater property, ad- 
joining the Stratford on Jackson boulevard.

A court fight also is promised this morning 
before Municipal Judge Moran, when the 
custodians of tHe so-called key of the 
city vice commission must say whether or 
not they will produce it to be used as evidence 
by the state's attorney. 

With the south side levee practically closed 
after two nights of wholesale raids of the 
biggest resorts, it was said the prosecutor 
was getting ready to turn his force of de- 
tectives loose upon the north side. 


Sleuths Patrol Levee. 

Last night the big dive keepers of the south 
side showed for the first time a disposition 
to take the crusade seriously. 

Two dives were raided during the night. 
They were Madame Stern's place at 2007 
Armour avenue and another place at 2121 
Dearborn avenue. Seventeen women, in- 
cluding two keepers, and six men were taken 
into custody. 

The crowd in this district was smaller last 
night than it has been. Except at Frieberg’s 
“dance hall” there was [little or nothing 
doing. This place and Roy Jones’ cafe 
and the Maxime cafe did a heavy busi- 
ness. the patrons being women who do not 

live in the dives and “ gilded youths ” who 
make the levee their playground. 

The district was literally alive with de- 
tectives whose special business was to pre- 
vent soliciting. The clesing of so many 
dives had left hundrecs of women of the 
underworld without a means of making, a 
livelihood, and some of them frequented the 
back rooms of saloons. 

Flock to Residence Districts. 

Dispersing of women of bad character 
through the residence sections of Chicago 
continued. Several of the women endeav- 
ored to get rooms in downtown hotels, but 
Some who had been ae- 
signed rooms were ousted. Large numbers 
of others, however, have been successful in 
obtaining flats in the outlying districts. 

There were all kinds of rumors in the dis- 
trict. One was that the state’s attorney has 
the name of a leading reformer who is the 
owner of a building used for immoral! pur- 
poses, and would take out a warrant for his 
arrest today. 

Wayman’s detectives patrolled the segre- 
gated district at night and a few arrests were 
made. The majority of the places were dark. 
and the few that made a pretense of keeping 


| open were deserted except for two or three 


inmates. 

It was reported during the day that the 
police might have difficulty in finding some 
of the property owners for whom caplases 
are expected to issue. The word went around 
that a number had left the city until the 
crusade diminishes in vigor. 

Two to Be Arraigned Today. 

Harrison B. Riley and Justin M. Dall 
president and secretary of the Chicago Title 
and Trust company. ſor whom warrents were 
issued on Saturday. will be arraigned in 
Judge Cottrell’s court today. They are 
named in the complaints as being officials of.

M@ Riley said he did not believe this prop- 
erty was held in trust by his company.

“It has been a rule ot the Chicago Title, 
and Trust company for twenty years to 
} lease no property held in trust for tilegal 
purposes,” said Mr. Riley. “It has 4 
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te eccupy property held in trust by us. 

* During the years from 1907 to 1909 cer- 
tain raflroad companies, figuring on a dig 
pmpject, bought about $3,000,000 worth of 
property lying between Sixteenth street and 
Archer avenue west ot Dearborn street. For 
convenience sake these roads transferred 
the property to our company to be held in 
trust until the roads were ready to go ahead 
with their project. 

“This section was in the heart of the vice 
district. We cleaned it outabsolutely. Most 
of the buildings were torn down. All the 
resorts were wiped out. This property men- 
tioned in the newspapers may be in this 
section, but I don’t think we hold it in trust 


any more. I belleve it has gone out of our 


hands.“ 
Mr. Riley said he would furnish all the 


information he could to theauthorities. Mr 
Dali said he would be able to furnish no 
information at all, as he was in charge of 
the guarantee department of the company. 


Fight for Vice “Key” Today.

U. S. HOLDS LEON, NICARAGUA 


Details of Surrender Lacking; 
Belief No Battle Took Place. 


ANOTHER CLASH REPORTED,

American forces. There is reason to believe 
that no fighting occurred, but details of the 
surrender are lacking. 5 


Marines in Another Battle. 
Washington, Oct. 6.— [Special. I—-News of 
another clash between American marines and 
rebel forces in Nicaragua was received at 


the state department today in a dispatch from 
Admiral Southerland. 1 

As a result of the fight five Americans were 
slightly wounded, while thirteen of the rebel 
force were killed and a large number 
wounded. 

The skirmish occurred on the morning of 
the battle at Barranca, though in a different 
place, Lieut Long, commanding the marines 
from the United States cruiser Denver at 
Chichigalpa, on the line of the rallroati from 
Corinto to Granada, endea ng to secure 
a number of dynamite bombs which the 
rebels had prepared presumably for use 
against the American forces or the railroad. 


Rebels Suffer Heavy Loss. 

Admiral Southerland further reports that 
the rebels lost more than forty dead in the 
assault upon Barranca. Twenty of their 
number are known to be seriously wounded, 
and fourteen were made prisoners. The total 
rebel force in the engagement numbered 540. 

They were cislodged from their position 
only after the marines and bluejackets nad 
actually reached the top of the hill. They 
then fled to Masaya, where the government 
troops of Nicaragua met them, and another 
serious engagement took place. 

It is stated that the government forces lost 
200 dead at Masaya, while the number of 
rebels killed is thought te be much greater. 


Marines on Guard at Masaya. 

One com pany of marines has been stationed 
at Masaya to preserve order and restore nor- 
mal conditions in the city. 

‘rhe inhabitants of Masaya are said to be 
on the verge of starvation, and the first task 
of the Americans will be to distribute such 


relief in the way of food supplies as is avail- } 


able.

In the course of his remarks Mr. Carstens 
sald the tendency in social reform is toward 
the appointment of experts on children in 
élties. These officials, he said, are paid by 
the municipality and are limbs of the city 
government. 

The expert's business is to watch all of the 
children of the town, especially those who 
are unfortunate or defective. Many chil- 
dren are sent to reform schools now, said 
Mr. Carstens, who are in need of medical 
attendance rather than confinement. Fre- 
quently punishment makes the boy or girl 
a criminal. He cited cases in which study 
of the individyal had resulted in making re- 
fractory boys and * a credit to their 
communities.

A CHALLENGE TO THE SENATE. 


Among the many interests and ‘excite- 
ments of the campaign, one issue raised by 
Col. Roosevelt in his testimony before the 
senate committee is likely to be lost. 

And yet that issue is important enough 
in its implications to be singly and alone the 
Issue of a campaign. 

The issue is based upon the testimony of 
Senator Boies Penrose before the cammittee 
now engaged in eliciting with elaborate care 
facts and admissions of far less signifi- 
cance. . 

Col. Roosevelt raised the point in the fol- 
| towing language. It was not noticed by 
the committee. At least it has not yet been 
noticed. It should be by the American peo- 
ple. Coll Roosevelt said: 

“Mr. Penrose testifies that he advised 
Mr. Archbold to have the Standard Oil com- 
pany submit to the blackmail and that he 


did it for fear that they should incur hostil- 


ity in certain quarters. They could; only 
incur the hostility of myself, the president; 
of the attorney general, and of the commis- 
sioner of corporations, with, I suppose, his 
superior, the secretary of commerce and 
labor, 

Now I want to call your attention to the 
fact that they could incur my hostility only 
if they violated the law. I could not be hos- 
| tile to them, and I had no way of being hos- 
tile to them if they obeyed the law any more 
than a policeman can be hostile to any mun 
bere unless be disobeyed the law. So that 
the purpose of Mr. Penrose in advising Arch- 
bold to have Standard Oil make that con- 
tribution could only have been to secure it 
against government action taken because 
it had violated the la w.“ , 

Col. Roosevelt declared, and every hon- 
est citizen will agree with him, that the 
senate should expel Penrose upon his own

MPEROR WILLIAM has been taking 

counsel with Chancellor von Beth- 

mann-Hollweg and his -ministers as 

to the possibility of securing from the 

Prussian lesislature a repeal of the 

laws of 1847 against foreign Jews. : 

 ‘Ruseia is not, as so many people believe. 

‘the only European power that places all sorts 

of obstacles in the way of Hebrew foreign- 
ers, by reason of their creed and race. 

In the kingdom ef Prussia, according to 
statutes enacted in the reign of Frederick 
‘William IV., foreign Jews are prohibited, 
under the penalty of fine and imprisonment, 
„to remain any longer in the kingdom than 
gix weeks, without a special permit granted 
by the minister of the interfor. Similar pen- 
alties are provided for Prussian citizens who 
may employ foreign Hebrews in any capacity 
without special authorization in each in- 
stance from the minister of the interior. 
How strictly these laws are enforced is 
best shown by the fact that only the other 


day the Berlin courts inflicted fines upon a 


well known Jewish merchant and Prussian 
eiten of the name of Max Wolpe for having, 
in his capacity at presiding elcer of one of 
the metropolitan synagogues, employed an 
Austrian Jew, Moritz Miller, as religious 
teacher of the younger members of the con- 
gregation without obtaining any permit from 
the department of the interior. 

Elder Wolpe has now been obliged to dis- 
pense with the services of Moritz Miller, whe 
has been compelled to leave the kingdom and 
to return to Austria. 

» — 
PThe kaiser has shown himself extremely 
liberal towards the Jews. But his subjects 
[and by that of course I mean the Prussians) 
do not share his views in this respect, a fact 
which is strikingly shown by the complete 
exclusion of Jews from the. commissioned 
ranks of the army and navy. There were 
gome in the war of 1870, and even until the 
beginning of the present reign. 

Today, however, there are none, this bel 
due to the fact that the officers of a regimen 
are permitted to pass upon the eligibility of 
any candidate before he je definitely gazetted 

to their corps, and that they invariably turn 
down every Jewish name. 

In the national legislature of Prussia, in 
which the higher and lower aristocracy re- 
tain a predominant influence, most of the 
members of both houses holding commissions 
in the army, either on the active list, in the 
landwehr, or in the reserves, the same anti- 
Semitic feeling prevails, and any bill that the 
emperor may cause his ministers to submit 
to them, tending to repeal the statutory dis-

The matter is all the more serious to the 
Jews since Priesian officials, unlike those, 
for instance, of England, do not exercise any 
judgment in the application of existing laws. 

There are hundreds of statutes in England, 
some of them dating from the reign of Queen 
Elizabeth amd from that of James I., provid- 
ing extravagant penalties for the most trivial 
offenses. Of Course no attempt ie made

Accordingly, Perez shall baie was com- 
pelled to resign his presidency of the Credit 
Foncler of Southern Spain and thus to forego 
the pecuniary advantages which he had 
secured therefrom and expected to derive 
in the future. 

This naturally embittered him against 
the French government, and it is a question 
whether this personal rancor on hie part 
did not in a measure contribute to the in 
feeling which has existed for the last etgh- 
teen monthe between the two countries, and 
which, on several occasions, has brought 
them almost to the brink of war in connection 
with the Moorish problem.

Last month the Credit Foncter of Southern 
Spain came to grief, the failure being one 
of a particularly disastrous and unsavory 
character, and now the French stockholders 
have lodged charges against the ambassador 
in the Parisian law courts, on the ground 
that they were induced to invest their money 
in the enterprise by means, of fraudulent 
representations in the prospectus, which bore 
the name of the, ambassador as president of 
the concern. 

As long as Perez Caballero remains am- 
bassador he enjoys diplomatic and extra- 
territorial immunity from the jurisdiction of 
any Frerich court, immunſties which, how- 
ever, will cease when his mission is brought 
to a close. 

Oh the other hand, it is manifestly impos- 
Able for a foreign ambassador to continue 
to shield himself behind these immunities in 
order to protect himself against accusations 
of fraud. 

Placed between the alternative of having 
his passports sent to him by the French gov- 
ernment or resigning hie office, he has se- 
lected the latter course, and is returning 
home, still shiekded by the prerogatives of 
hie office, to sever at Madrid his connection 
with the diplomatic service of Spain.

Cigars Little Affected. 

The manufacture of cigars still remains 
largely in the hands of independents. The 
trust never rolled more than one-sixth of 
‘the cigars. smoked in this country. The 
dissolution has not appreciably affected the 
price of trust cigars. Preferencias, a typi- 
cal trust brand, sold at an average whole- 
sale price of $6.85 before the dissolution 
and now are quoted at $7 a hundred. The 
retail price was $8 a hundred before the 
dissolution and is the same today. ; 

In the smoking tobacco trade the trust 
controlled about 60 per cent of the output 
of the country. If here is competition 
among the smoking tobacco factories that 
formerly were part of the trust it is not 
indicated by present wholesale prices. 

In one or two instances price have ad- 
vanced a trifie. Prince Albert used to be 
sold at an average wholesale price of 68 
cents a pound, while now it is 70 cents. 
The retail price ranges from 75 to 85 cents. 

The average wholesale price of Tuxedo 
before the dissolution was 64 cents a pound, 
now it is a cent higher. The retail price, 
however, has remained at 78 cents. There

MUSICAL comedy prepared by two dra- 
matic critics could not of course be other- 
wise than merry and gay, and so “ The 
Red Widow,” representing the combined 
cerebrations of Mr. Channing Pollock, 
erstwhile of the “ Smart Set,” and Mr. Rennold 
Wolf, now of the New York Morning Telegraph, 
cheered to the point of inebriation those who 
were present in large numbers last evening at 
the Grand.

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Religious Laden Give 
Their Views of the Bible. 


_BY THE REV. DR. w. B. NORTON. 


ISHOP. W. M'’DOWEILL and the Rev. 

Charles M. Stuart, ‘president of Garrett 

Biblical institute, in services at the First 

Methodist Episcopal church of Evanston, 

yesterday defended the modern concep- 
tion of the inspiration of scriptures. They said 
the Bible should be considered as a vital force 
and not in its mechanical aspects. 

Bishop McDowell preached the morning ser- 
mon and President Stuart delivered the ordi- 
nation address in the afternoon, A large 
number of ministers were present, as the 
services were held in connection with the 
Rock River conference, The preaching was 
preceded by a love feast led by the Rev. 
Dr. Grover G. Clark, pastor of the Sawyer 
Avenue church, in which the ministers who 
had served for long periods were given spe- 
cial opportunity to relate their experiences.

“With the reverent and constructive phases 
of the critical controversy concerning the 
Bible we do well to have large and full sym- 
pathy,” said Bishop McDowell. ~* 

„Whether there is one Isalah or two Isalahs 
I will go right on preaching the revelation 
contained in the book because under each 
division of the prophecy I find Jesus Christ set 
forth as a favior. 

“Tt is not an evolutionary nor an anti-evo- 
lutionary gospel, a gospel of higher criticism 
nor a gospel of anti-higher criticism that 
saves people, but a gospel in which Christ is 
set forth as the Redeemer. 

“There have been ministers who imagined 
that in order to vindicate the inspiration of 
the Bible ſt was essential to maintain that 
Moses was a great geologist. Only the pathos 
of such a theory prevents it from appearing 
humorous.

The Bible ought not to be held responsi- 
ble for theories of inspiration which it does not 
teach, There is no foundation in the scriptures 
for this mechanical theory of infallible verbal 
inspiration, but the mischfef is that it has been 
exalted into an article of faith and made a test 
of orthodoxy. A book that really is inspired 
does not need a doctrine of inspiration, either 
to discover or to declare it. 

“A hundred years of criticism has had 
chance at the word of God. It has changed 
public opinion about many matters, once 
deemed primary, now seen to be of subsidiary 
importance, It is not now thought to be a 
matter necessary to one’s salvation that he 
shall believe the world to have been created in 
six days of twenty-four hours each, or that 
woman was created from the ribs of man, or 
that the deluge was universal, or that the 
waters of the Red sea separated at the word 
of Moses, or that Aaron's rod budded.

pound of sugar, one and a half pounds of oat-. 


meal, one tablespoon of ground ginger. Mix 
all together with brown treacle (molasses). 
Pour into buttered tins and bake in a moder- 
ate oven. Before being cooked this should be 
quite liquid and the heat will make it run. 
It should not be mixed too tight, but spread 
thinly in pan. It should be a beautiful brown 
when done. Take out of oven, mark with a 
knife, leave for: a minute or two to set. 
off with a knife and cool on a sieve, It should
